The Senate Inter- State Committee today 
had up Senator Plumb’s bill to prevent the 
issue of passes to official persons. It 1s 
aimed at members of Congress, though all 
sorts of public servants are brought within 
its provisions. The penalty for accepting a 
railroad, telegraph, sleeping-car, or express 
pass 1s a $500 fine or imprisonment not less 
than six months, o both. The families of 
those who serve the Government are also 
forbidden to become deadheads. The bill

GARIBALDI’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY WILL 
SOON APPEAR IN ENGLAND. 


A Tender Tribute to the Great Italian’s 
Mother—Wilson Barrett Appears in 
„Hamlet — The Actor Suffers a Con- 
siderable Loss of Household Valuables 
by the Work of a Clever Rogue—A 
Solid Benefit to the Nurse“ Hospital. 

Lonpon, Jan. 18.—[ Special Cable. ]—Gari- 
baldi’s autobiography will soon be issued in 

Florence. Soon afterwards the volumes will 

appear in English dress here. The preface is 

dated July 8, 1872, before he took oath in the 

Itahan Parliament, and it forms the key to 

the whole volume. In this preface occur 

phrases like these: 
composed of good and evil, like, I suppose, 


| the major part of people's lives, with, the con- 


sciousness of having always sought after 


good for myself and for my fellow creatures. 


If I have done evi sometimes certainly it was 
involuntarily. A hater of tyranny and false- 
hood, I am profoundly convinced that with 
them lies the beginning of all the evil 
and corruption of the human ace. 

„Hence, I am _ republican, this 
being tne system of honest folks, the 
normal system wiliéd by the majority, and 
consequently not imposed by violence or im- 
posture. . . . Tolerant and not exclusive, 
incapable of imposing my republicanism on 
others by force, for example, upon the En- 
glish if they are content with the Govern- 
ment of Queen Victoria, and they may be 
content, for their Government may consider 
itself a Republic. . . Republican, but 
evermore convinced of the necessity of an 
honest temporary dictatorship for those ng- 
tions which, like France, Spain, and Italy, 
are victims of the most pernicious Byzantis.”’

The effort to close the 
houses has reached a s where there is a 
conflict between the Police Board and City 
Council Two weeks ago the wide-open peo- 
ple secured the repeal of the police ordi- 
nance which provided for @ police board of 
citizens from both parties, because this 
board had ordered thé police to close 
the saloons at 11 o'clock and to 
close the gambling houses that had been 
running since tast May om the strength of 
their influence in the city election.

A CULLOM-OGLESBY CLASH 


THE SENATOR AND THE GOVERNOR 
BOTH WANT ILLINOIS’ DELEGATES. 
The Former Desires the Prairie State’s In- 
dorsement for President, and the Lat- 
ter for Vice-Presidept—Shrewd Heads 
Trying to Patch Up a Compromise by 
Which Cullom's Ambition Will Be Grati- 


fled and Oglesby Be Unanimously Re- 


nominated for Governor, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 18.—f{Special.]— 
Every Congressional district in Illinois has 
its quota of candidates for the State offices 
this year. “Jimmy” Paddock, who has 
opened a set of books in which he records 
the names of the entries for the nominations, 
says nothing like it was ever known. The 
country from Cairo to Dunleith and from 
Quincy to Shawneetown is being worked by 
missionaries laboring in the interest of 
individual candidates. The expiration by 
limitation Jan. 1 of legislative railway an- 
nuals has more or less interfered with the 
movements of the scouts, but the mails are 
burdened with letters from candidates, the 
deadiy hektograph and typewriter being 
operated at full speed. 

This multiplicity of candidates can easily 
be explained. Previous to this campaign the 
lines were sharply drawn on the Republican 
side between two factions, and as tue in- 
evitable result of these conflicts the 
smaller party invariably went to the wall. 
Gen. Logan and his friends year after year 
made themselves felt in party councils and 
conventions. They were successful in the 
main, but Gen, Logan’s death has had the 
result of scattering his personal friends. In 
this condition of affairs every candidate con- 
siders his chances of success as good as those 
of any one else, all things being equal. 

There are certain arbitrary facts, however, 
that will have their effect in the make up of 
the ticket to be offered the Republican voters 
of Illinois in November of this year. Senator 
Cullom will be a candidate before the next 
General Assembly for reélection to the upper 
branch of Congress. There is no question as 
to the complexion of the Legislature. Be- 
sides the fact that that body is naturally Re- 
publican, a series of Democratic biunders 
and bad nominations in six or eight Senatorial 


districts settled that proposition effectually 
in November, 1886. nator Cullom’s long 
experience in politics has given him a vast 
deal ot power. He does not desire to handi- 
cap himself by taking any decisive action in 
the as convention. For all this, 
however, © wants the body to do 
somethi for him, and that is nothing 
more nor less than to give him an indorse- 


ment for the Presidency. Cullom’s friends 


regard his chances of success as being as 
good as those of Allison, or Sherman, or any 
other candidate who enters the fight with the 
support of the delegation from his State. 
There can be no question as to the truth of 
the statement that the Culiom party will ask 
the convention to make the indorsement, 
thus committing the delegation to his su 

port. While the Senator may not see his 
name at the head of the National ticket, the 
resolution, it is believed, would do him great 
good in the Senatorial fight of January, 1889. 

Gov. Ogiesby’s term of office expires early 
next year. The Governor does not desire re- 
nomination, and says he has a nice farm up 
in Logan —— where he can enjoy himself 
for the remainder of his days. e declares 
the duties of the Gubernatorial chair are no 
longer to his liking. He complains of the 
drudgery of the office and the vast number 
of applications for pardons, ali of which in- 
volve a study of individual cases and de- 
cisions. The Hamilton Administration left 
Gov. Oglesby, among other legacies, over 100 
of these cases. The petitions of ciemé@ncy in 
the Anarchists’ dase gave the Governor no end 
of trouble. He -and reread the testi- 
mony and the volummous opinion of the Su- 
preme Court until he had memorized every 
salient point in the cases and could give on 
the spur of the moment the evidence relating 
to any given proposition. He says the State 
is four times larger than it was when he was 
its Governor the first time, and that his du- 
ties have increased in the same proportion. 
No one who is familiar with the facts will 
question this statement. Gov. Cuilom em- 
ployed a private secretary, who was more 
than the mere name would imply. This gen- 
tleman’s duties were advisory as well as 
executive, and Gov. Cullom always felt as- 
sured of his position when Frank Leonard 
was at the helm. 

Gov. Oglesby has not received help of this 
character, and his declination of a renomina- 
tion is not to be wondered at. 

The Governor’s friends—and he has a host 
of them— will ask, not to say demand, of the 
Republican State Convention some recogni- 
tion of his long public career. The assem- 
blage will be requested to indorse Richard J. 
Oglesby of Lilinois as the Republican candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency of the United 
States. Moreover, a resolution embodying a 
specific instruction to the delegates will be 
offered in the convention. 

Now Illinois might get either first or sec- 
ond place on the Presidential ticket, but 
hardly both. It's a good big State, well sup- 
phed with talent, but the chance of a Presi- 
dential ticket with both Cullom and Oglesby 
is out of the question. And to complicate 
matters still more the Cullom faction insists 
that the Oglesby people should not press 
their advocacy o e Governor’s claims, but 
let the Senator have all the indorsements to 
himself. Oglesby's followers say they will 
simply do nothing of the kind, but expect to 
offer the resolution, no matter whom it 


hurts. 

This little division or diversity of opinion 
as to which it shall be, Cullom or Oglesby, is 
causing the politicians ‘and officeholders 
hereaways to lie awake at night. Any num- 
ber of schemes looking towards a happy and 
peaceful solution of the thirteen-fourteen- 
tifteen puzzle have been suggested. All of 
them, have been rejected by one side or the 
other. The latest phase of the situation is 
brought about by the actions of some members 
of State boards who are friendly to Cullom 
and Oglesby as well, and ‘are hard at work 
endeavoring to patch upatruce. These peo- 
ple are starting an undercurrent in favor of 
a tumultuous and unanimous demand from 
the party upon Oglesby to permit his resomi- 
nation for the Governorship by acclamation. 
This would leave the senior Senator in good 
position and possibly render Gov. Oglesby 
unavailable as a candidate for the Senate 
next winter. This bit of strategy may ac- 
count for the great number of candidates for 
the Governorship now in the field. Kvery- 
one of these ntlemen has his following, 
and the delegations to the convention will be 
split up among the candidates, with no one 
in the majority on the first ballot or even on 
the fifth. In this dilema if the Cullom peo- 
ple do as is now v sed the Oglesby scheme 
will be worked and peace again will reign. 
Just at present some of Cullom's intimate 
friends are busily engaged in bringing out 
candidates forthe Governorship, and if the 
entries continue to increase there will be 


twenty at least. Under such conditions. 


Oglesby's nomination could be sent through 
with a yell. But suppose Oglesby should per- 
sist in his declination. What then?

THE UNION CATTLE COMPANY. 


The Receivers Will Continue the Business 
Without Change. 

CHEYenne, Wyo., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
The appointment of receivers for the Union 
Cattle Company did not create as much ex- 
citement here as was expected, chiefly be- 
cause local interests are not greatly involved. 
The Union Cattle Company, asan organiza- 


tion, is about five jearsold. It was a com- 


bination of the individual cattle inter- 
ests of Thomas Sturgis, Sturgis & 
Lane, and 12 — Goodell & Lane. The 
company was ed chiefly by Boston capi- 
tal, owned 30,000 head of cattle and big 
—— in Wyoming and Dakota, with large 
feeding stabies in Nebraska. The head ana 
front of the company is Mr. Sturgis, untal re- 
cently Secretary of the Wyoming Stock- 
Growers’ Association, and still the Chair- 
man of the American 
During the winters of 
the weather was exceed 
in some parts of this Territory, and 
particulariy on the Union Cattle Company's 
range. The losses then incurred, added to 
deterioration in the prices of cattle, severely 
crippled the company. In addition to this 
big feeding stations were built in Nebraska, 
where steers were fattened for the spring 
markets. The outlay was heavy and the re- 
turns so far have not been great. Another 
source of annoyance was a big contest 
with the Land Department ofthe Govern- 
ment. The cattlemen tried to secure vast 
bodies of ue publicland. The Union Cattle 
Company wentin heavily. The result was 
the institution of nearly suits nst 
them by the Government. en the Cattie 
Trust was organized. The Union Cattie 
Company was tbe first to join it. As it 
ved this introduced another complication. 
The stockholders at their meeting in Boston 
decided to apply for the appointment of re- 
ceivers to prevent utfriendly creditors from 
umping in and throwing the affairs 
nto court, and perhaps frittering away val- 
uable property. The assets are said to be 
nearly $2,000,000. The liabilities are about 
$1,250,000. It is believed here that the com- 
pany will eventually come out of the present 
trouble in very fair shape. Mr. Sturgis says 
the Cattle Trust is in no way involved, as it 
has now reached such a stage that the trou- 
bles of an individual company can in no way 
harm it. Gorham B. Goodell of the company 
and Fred P. Voorhees, a disinterested party, 
are the receivers. The business will be con- 
tinued by the receivers in the old lines.

Laws Against Polygamy. * 

Sat Lake, Utah, Jan, 18.—[Special.|— 
A bill introduced in the House today by 
King, Mormon, provides for the punishment 
of polygamy by imprisonment for four years. 
This isone year less than Edmynds gave 
polygamy. It further providesa punishment 
for unlawful cohabitation, but declares that 
no conviction will be had unless there be 

roof of actual cohabitation. As such proof 

s almost impossible to obtain, such a thing 
as conviction would be out ot the question. 
John M. Young’s bill, introduced in the 
Council, is entitled “A bill for an 
act in relation to divorce, for the 
more effectual rotecuon of the 
lawful, wife ana to aid in the suppression of 
polygamy and polygamous relations and 
practices.“ It provides as additional causes 
of divorce in the Territory bigamy and polyg- 
amy, and in such cases it shall not be neces- 
sary to prove that the defendant has had 
actual intercourse with his bigamous wife, 
nor shall proof of non-sexual intercourse be- 
tween defendant and his bigamous wife con- 
stitute any defense to the action. The fact 
that the wife may have condoned or 
consented. to the bigamous marriage 
shall not bar her right to the reef 
sought under a decree of divorce. If 
there be no issue the- lawful wife 
ail the real and personal property. If there 
be issue, then all the property is to be divided 
between the wife and children, leaving in all 
cases only so much to the defendant as shall 
be sufficient to meet his debts. In addition 
to awarding all the atten A to the lawful 
wife, the court may compel the defendant to 
provide for the maintenance of the children 
of the marriage and to to the lawful wife 
a permanent alimony for her ayers during 
her life and for a shorter pe Hoge, a

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CLEVELAND AND THE PACIFIC ROADS. 

The President’s preaching and practice 
never came into sharper conflict than when 
on the day following the confirmation of 
Lamar by the vote of Boss Stanford and sat- 
ellites he sent in a message faintly souniing 
in sheet-iron thunder against the Pacific 
railroad ring. In appointing Lamar, the 
creature and obsequious tool of corporate mo- 
nopoly, the President gave the Pacific ring 
all it asked or desired. and then to make 
matters even he gave the public the harm- 
less fulmination of a special. message! The 
public takes the preaching and the Pacific 
railroad ring the practice. Doubtless Boss 
Stanford never performed an act that gaye 
him greater satisfaction than when he voted 
“ave” for the confirmation of Lamar and 
brought his satellite Stewart into line on the 
same side. Without the votes furnished by 


| Pacific railroad influence Lamar could not 


have been coafirmed, and Stanford and Stew- 
art have reason to believe that they cast their 
ballots in a way to do the most good. 

The Justices of the Supreme Court, when 
traveling circuits in their respective dis- 
tricts, are all-powerful, and lay down the 
law for the guidance of the District and 
Circuit Judges. The Southern Pacific Rau- 
road is now so situated that it has just 
the sort of a Circuit Justice it wants at 
each end of its line. Field, the accommodat- 
ing Justice who discharged Stanford from 
custody last summer and justified him for 
refusing to answer the inquiries of the in- 
vestigating commission, is the law-giver for 
Californie, Oregon, and Nevada, and will at- 
tend to all business at that end of the route. 
Lamar will now preside in the Fifth Circuit, 
which takes in, among other States, Texas 
and Louisiana, ana inqudes the Hastern 
headquarters of the Southern Pacific. Any 
case against Stanford’s big Southern Pacific 
Company must run the gantlet with Lamar 
at one end of the line and Field at the other. 

As long as Stanford can put on the Supreme 
bench men to his own liking, what need he 
care who writes special messages to Congress 
and indulges in unavailing protestations! 
Give Stanford the Judge, and he cares noth- 
ing about messages, The President might as 
well have sent in his message while the topic 
was fresh, and not have waited to make sure 
that Lamar would be confirmed. The report 
of the Pacific Commission was printed in the 
newspapers weeks ago, and the President's 
message was long overdue, but came in 
promptly as soon as it was positively known 
that Lamar had been confirmed by Stan- 
ford’s vote and that of his associate, Stewart. 
Both these worthies would have voted for 
Lamar just the same if the message had been 
sent in a month ago. The message is hollow, 
vague, unmeafing. It insists that something 
shall be done, but fails to say what, and 
does not commit the President to any plan or 
policy. It is specific only in rejecting Gov. 
Pattison’s recommendation that the Pacific 
railroad ring be taken by the throat and 
made to disgorge and in affirming that the 
Administration will not take any action 
whatever on its own responsibility. The 
whole matter is committed to the discre- 
tion of Congress.“ There is nothing in the 
message that will give offense to the Pacific 
railroad ring. Simply on the score of ap- 
pearances it would have looked better if the 
President had sent in his message a month 
ago instead of holding it back until Stan- 
ford’s vote had been cast for Lamar and 
could not be recailed.

TRUSTISM AND TARIFF MONOPOLIES. 

A Chicago paper which pronounces every 
advocate of lower duties a “free-trader” 
and excitedly warns the public against the 
machinatons of such enemies of the country 
is particularly exercised over the welil-found- 
ed charge that many trade trusts and pools 
are sheltered and protected by the tariff. 
„There is the Gas Trust. But there is no 
tariff on gas,“ itexclaims. It then enumer- 
ates the Whisky Trust, the Standard Oil 
combination, and several other pools that 
deal with products not protected by a duty, 
or which are not actually imported, and then 
assumes that a case is made out proving no 
connection between trusts and ultra-tariff 
rates. Ties sophistical argument, or pre- 
tense of argument, impeaches and contradicts 
itself. Gas certainly is nota product that 
can be imported, and consequently its pro- 
ducers in this country are practically in just 
the position they would occupy if foreign 
competition was excluded by a tariff. They 
owe their immunity from foreign competi- 
tion not to a tariff but to the nature of their 
product. So with the Standard Oil and other 
like combinations. They are, however, on 
the same footing with the tariff-protected 
monopolies, for the reason that, having noth- 
ing to fear from foreign competition, they 
can unite to suppress domestic rivalry, mo- 
nopolize the market, and charge all the con- 
sumers can bear. 

Every business which is in the nature of 
monopoly can be brought into a trust com- 
bine, whether tariff-protected, nature-pro- 
tected, or guarded by a special privilege. So 
far as the success of such a combination is 
concerned it 1s wholly immaterial whether 
foreign competition is excluded by natural 
causes and the non-importable character of 
the product or by a law-maintained tariff. 
The result is precisely the same in either 
case. Foreign competition being excluded, 
the only question remaining is to throttle do- 
mestic competition and bleed the public at 
will, 

The only substantial difference between 
the trusts which rely on the non-importable 
character of their product and those which 
depend on the tariff to exclude outside com- 
petition is that one must arrange to stifle 


home rivalry in evasion of the law while 


the other receives the aid and support of the 
tariff statutes. The six gas companies com- 
bined in a trust to levy tribute on Chicago 
have not only immunity from foreign compe- 
tition, but special charters to secure them a 
monopoly of the field, and yet in point of 
law they represent, when combined in a 
trust, a conspiracy to forestall the market 
and restrain the competition which is the 
life of trade. Notwithstanding the ingenuity 
spent in forming combinations of this char- 
acter with a view to keep just outside the law, 
it is the belief of able lawyers that the present 
conspiracy statutes, if faithfully executed, 
areample to break up these combines and 
punish the conspirators. To say the least,

But the master-stroke in dispatching trust- 
ism and extricating the public irom its boa- 
folds must be performed by Oongress in 
lowering excessively high dut es and per- 
mitting outside competition to come in when 
necessary to suppress extortionate domestic 
combination. 

The argument that trusts have nothing to 
do with the tariff because some of them deal 
in articles or products not 1 ie non- 
sensical. The basis of a trust is the absence 
of foreign competition, and that may arise 
from natural causes or an ultra-high pro- 
tective tariff. 

One class of trusts rests (1) on 4 natural 
monopoly excluding foreign competition, and 
(2) on an unlawful conspiracy ” corner the 
home market. 

The other class is based (1) on an un- 
natural, law-ereated monopoly which excludes 
outside competition, and (2) on a law-encour- 
aged combine to monopolize the home mar- 
ket. 

Amended conspiracy laws will do away 
with the abuses of the first class of trusts, 
but lowered tariff duties alone will stop the

BRIBED BY “ AMERICAN ‘GOLD. * 

The so-called Hon.“ W. R. Burt, Presi- 
dent of the Michigan Salt Association, has 
given publicity to bis opinions on the salt 
tariff and the discussion of that subject in 
the columns of Tun Trisuns. Mr. Burt is 
manifestly an interested party. Without im- 
puting bad motives to him it is fair to say 
that he has a controlling selfish mterest in 
the maintenance of the exorbitant war tariff 
on salt. He is disquaified as a juryman 
to sit in this case. He has a direct pecuniary 
interest in the system of tariff robbery which 
is now going on for his benefit and that of 
other monopoly bosses like him. 

When a person of this ilk begins to impute 
false motives to others and to ring the 
changes on the chestnutty charge that Brit- 
ish gold” has been distributed among the 
newspapers of the United States that oppose 
this infamous war tariff we know that he is 
not competent to give.an unbiased verdict 
in the case. 

We know, moreover, that Burt is a reck- 
less, indiscriminate, and unoriginal liar 
wher he pretends to believe that British 


| gold has been distributed among the news- 


papers of the United States for any purpose 
whatsoever, or that any “ British gold” is 
necessary to induce a right-feeling, impar- 
tial, candid American editor to cry out for 
the abolition of the oppressive system of 
tariff spoliation of the multitudes of the peo- 
ple for the benefit of the few “insiders,” of 
whom Burt is one of the chief. Burt does 
not believe anything ot che kind. 

Burt gives his case completely away in an 
interview with a reporterof the Saginaw 
Courier printed Sunday last, in the course of 
which he says:

If Burt’s statements are true what possi- 
ble apology or justification can there be for 
keeping up the 80 per cent duty on imported 
salt? It, as he says, there is no market

gan or New York,” what has he to fear from 
foreign competition? If the duty has already 
been removed in fact, why keep it on in form? 

If the manufacturer or consumer has 
“little to fear’ from the increase or de- 
crease of the tariff on salt why does Burt ob- 
ject to the attitude which Tun CMmoa do 
TRIBUNE has assumed with reference to this 
question? 

If Michigan salt is as good as or better in 
quality than the imported English dairy salt, 
why is the Hon. Burt afraid to have English 
salt come into this market in fair competition 
with his goods? 

if, as he says, the Michigan salt is su- 
perior to the English salt and sells for half 
the price, what inducement can there be to 
any Englishman to distribute British gold“ 
in this country among American newspapers 
that advocate the abolition of this onerous 
and infamous tax exaction now imposed 
upon the American people? 

We are constrained to believe that the 
“Hon.” Mr. Burt is a deliberate and willful 
liar when he indulges in the assertions which 
we have quoted above; and that his avari- 
cious quest for American gold has led him far 
astray from the path of rhetorical rectitude. 

The truth is, Tun Cuicaco Trisune has 
made no contention in regard to English 
salt or the quality thereof as compared with 
American salt.

PROFIT OF SHEEP ONLY m THE MEAT. 

The people who claim that it is necessary 
to maintain the tariff on wool argue from 
faise premises, They assume,that the condi- 
tion of the sheep farmer in this country east 
of the Missouri River is similar to that of the 
sheep ranchmen in Australia, who find it 
difficult to market any other part of the ani- 
mal than the fleece, and leave the carcasses 


to rot on the ground by hundreds of thou- 


sands each year, 

There may have been a ume when it was 
hard to sell the meat, because sheep cannot 
be driven far and there were ro railrogds to 
carry them to the large cities. Butitis not 


80 now. The receipts of sheep in this city 


last year sold for meat were nearly 1,361,000 
head, and, although the number press- 
ing on the market was 35 per cent 
greater than in 1886, the average price 
today is about $4.25, which is nearly che sell- 
ing value of fair quality Western sheep in 
Chicago for the last twelve months. The 
present price of hogs averages only $5.25 per 
100 pounds, and they have been forced up 
recently by the discovery that the supply for 
the winter is several hundred thousand less 
than that of a year ago, Making allowance 
for the excess of the one and the deficiency 
in the number of the other it is fair to as- 
sume that the basis of prices would be nearly 
the same for both if the inequality in condi- 
tions of supply did not exist. With this the 
sheep yield a high-tariff protected fleece 
weighing six pounds, and worth only $1.25. 
This shows plainly enough that it is the car- 
cass of the sheep and not its wool that pays 
the Western farmer for raising. No farmer 
can raise sheep in Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, or Minnesota for the price 
he can obtain for the wool. The “protec- 
tion on wool is all humbug, and is intended 
to pull wool over the eyes of the West- 
ern grangers. It may or may not amount to 
something to the sheep ranchmen of the fac 
Southwest, where a flockmaster like Colum- 
bus Delano may have 5,000 or 10,000 watched 
by a couple of Mexican herdsmen with shep- 
herd dogs, and where there is no market as 
yet for the carcass. But in this and sur- 
rounding States were it not for the fairly 
good prices paid for sheep by butchers breed- 
ing them would be abandoned. Let wool 
be put on the free list and the tariff on cloth- 
ing be reduced, and thereby give the mass of 


the people a little taste of protection in 


the form of cheaper and better clothing.

TO INVESTIGATE THE COAL CONTRACTS. 

There was another important revelation 
made yesterday in regard to the operations 
of the various pumping-works which may lead 
to a searching investigation and develop 
some startling disclosures in rd to the 
coal contracts made by the city during the 
last five or six years. An old employé 
of the City Engineer’s office, who is 
familiar ‘with all the ‘workings of 
that d ent, is authority for the 
statement that some remarkable peculiarities 
have always been noticed about the coal fur- 
nished by.certain favored contractors. He 
states that all coal furnished to the pumping- 
works must be guaranteed tobe equal toa 
certain amount of evaporating or steam-pro- 
ducing . The contracts are made with 
the exp understanding that the coal fur- 
nished must be equal to the guaranteed test, 
or; failing in to be liable to a proportion- 
ate decrease in the amount tobe paid for 
the coal furnished. On the other hand 
if the coal exceeds the guaranteed 
test and shows a greater evaporating 
power than was contracted for by the 
parties furnishing the coal, he is entitled to 
an additional sum by reason of this excess. 
These tests, it is claimed, have been made by 
engineers at the pumping-works from time 
to time, and their re were furnished to 
the City Engineer, who, without questioning 
their correctness, immediately ordered the 
issuance of the voucher for the increased or 
amount, as the case might pe. The 

person who furnishes this information says 
that for several years it was always noticed 
that, while the coal furnished by most of 
the contractors usually fell short of the 
required test, there was one particular

Nobody, I think, will deny that wealth 1s 
often inthe bandsof parties who do not 
merit it, and the question arises what can 
be done to bring about a more satisfactory 
state of affairs tothe masses! This, I su 
— is and no doubt will be a knotty 2 
em, but certainly worth very serious con- 
sideration ; and while Ido not propose to ad- 
vise any certain means as a remedy I would 
suggest what might perhaps be cailed proper 
taxation, by which I meau taxation judicious- 
ly and rightly enforced. 

Let me explain. Capital in the main will 
take care of itself, and I think capital or 


| wealth should bear the main burden of tax- 


ation; the accumulation of too great wealth 
should be made odious, and can, I think, be 
made so. Anybody possessed of moderate or 
small means or little property should pay no 
taxes, or at a very moderate rate. Let the 
taxes be raised by gradation, but continue 
moderate until an individual fortune of 
$100,000 is reached, which tor anybody is a 
comfortable rum from which to draw a suf- 
ficient income, then let the taxes be raised 
to fail heavier on wealth over and above that 
value until, say, $1,000,000 is reached, and let 
the taxes on wealth above $1,000,000 be so 
heavy that it would make its possession bur- 
densome and odious, and be a matter of in- 
difference for any single person to possess 
larger weaith. 

I think a law to the effect that every tax- 
payer be required to make a statement under 
oath annually in regard to the cash market 
value of all he or she possesses, and be taxed 
accordingly, could be made effective. It 
would only require rigid enforcement of a 
heavy penalty if a taxpayer should be found 
to have committed perjury in his or her 


statement of the value of his or her posses- 


sions. I think such or similar measures 
could be made to cure the evil and brin 
about a better or more satisfactory state o 
affairs to the masses. But my object 1s to see 
this question thoroughly discussed, and while 
it is yet time to find, if possible, a remedy for 
the existing evil of monopolies and the ac- 
cumulation of too much wealth in the hands 
of individuals or companies.

SENATOR FARWELL’S BANKING BILL. 

Senator Farwell today introduced his bill 
authorizing the issue of 3 per cent 8 
bonds in exchange for 4 per cent. . The bill 
also authorizes banks to deposit municipal 
and State bonds worth par or above par in 
the market as a basis of circulation, the 
banks to issue circulation of no more than 75 

r cent of the value of such bonds. Any 

ational banking association shall, after the 
passage of the act, be authorized ssue cir- 
culating notes to the amountof 1 ao 
of the par value of said bonds. The pro- 
vides further: 2 

Sec. 2. That any National banking associa- 
tion shall be authorized to deliver to the Secre- 
tary of the 28 any ot the outstanding 
bonds of the United States in exchange for the 
8 per cent bonds provided for in this act, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized and directed to pay in money (not other- 
wise appropriated) the difference in value of 
bonds so exchanged. The difference to be ascer- 
tained by taking the average premium as shown 
by the New York market for twenty days prior 
to the time of such exchange. 

SEc, 3. The Secretary of the Treasury is here- 
by authorized and directed to receive from Na- 
tional bank associations United States notes in 

ayment for the 3 per cent bonds herein provided 
or, such bonds to be delivered at their par value. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary of the Treas here- 
by authorized and directed at the end of each 
month to invest the surplus funds held in the 
Treasury (not otherwise 3 in the 
r in oven market, of an nited States 

ds; the bonds so purchased be canceled 
and destroyed. 

Suc. 5. e Treasurer of the United States is 
hereby authorized to receive from any National 
banking association to secure its circulating 
notes an amount equal in value (the value here- 
inafter provided for) to the coupon or registered 
notes so purchased, canceled, and des 

ny State or municipal bonds of the U 
tates upon which interest has been here- 
tofore promptly and whose market 
value is equal to or greater than 
their par value, bearing interest at a 
rate of not less than 4 per cent per annum.

By the reports of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, Commerce, and Navigauon for 
1876, the average duties on wool were 46.49 
per cent, on woolens 72.44 per cent; in 1880, 
on wool 50.08 per cent, on woolens 75.90 per 
cent; in 1883, wool 37.35 per re woolens 
68.49 per cent; in 1886, wool 37.16 per cent, 
woolens 67.29 per cent.

HIGH LICENSE IN MINN£ZSOTA. 


It Is Diminishing Drinking and Drunken- 
ness. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press, Jan. 16: We note, as 
an exceptionally favorable symptom, the in- 
crease of inquiries, by persons hitherto in- 
clined to favor prohibition, as to whether 
high license actually does diminish drinking. 
Among these, the letter of Mr. Holley of 
Winnebago City will be read with interest. 
He concedes that our law has already dimin- 
ished the number of saloons and: increased 
the public revenues. What he wants to 
know, as a temperance man, is whether 
a smaller quantity of intoxicating 
liquor is sold and consumed under 
this law than before its passage. If 
we were disposed, as a believer in high 
license, to adopt the methods of the prohibi- 
tionists, and say that because this is one pur- 
pose of the law and the law is on the statute 
book, therefore, the purpose must be accom- 
plished, we should say yes. As it is, we an- 
swer in honesty, that, although our affirma- 
tive opinion is strong and well-grounded, 
yet, as a matter of statistics, we do not know. 
But what we do know eis this: that the sp-

enough for statistics to be available. Nor, 
indeed, are they easy to obtain in any event. 
The statistics of drunkenness be had, in 
cities and towns, from the ‘pelics repende. 
But drinking is not always nor even usually 
foliowed by drunkenness. Where shall a 
man obtain a measure of the amount of 
liquor consumed in a given territory within 
a given time? The internal-revenue records 


| will show something of this, but they are of 


no use in a State where high license is not 
yet in effect in all the cities. Ata later date 
they will be available. But the fact that 
high license does dimmish, by an immense 
proportion, the number of saloons, which is 
conclusively proved, is circumstantial evi- 
dence so strong that none can refuse to ad- 
mit its force. Strong drink is not a necessary 
of life. A large awount ot ordinary drink- 
ing is due to opportunity rather than to ap- 
petite. If there were but one grocery in 
town instead of twenty, probably there would 
still be a smaller amount of groceries con- 
sumed. Some people would go without cer- 
tain articles not absolutely essentiai to the 
table rather than be at the trouble of obtain- 
ing them. Where one saloon takes the 
lace of twen the difference must 
marked. In anesota [with less than 
a million of inhabitants] there are 1,600 
fewer saloons than a year ago. In Ohio, 2,600 
saloons have been closed under the tax law. 
In Illinois, 4,000 saloons have gone. In Mis- 
souri, the reduction is one-fifth. And soit 
goes everywhere, It is impossible to believe 
that the business of the remaining saloons 
has increased in proportion.

One further consideration should be borne 
in mind by honest temperance men. We 
have never claimed that h license was a 
perfect nacea for all ills of the liquor 
traffic. We do not claim it now. Wesay un- 
peau that it is the best remedy tried 
or known for cities. So far there are but 
two practical methods of dealing with the 
problem—prohibition and high license. On 
the ground of diminished drinking alone 
high license is immeasurably superior in 
cities, while in other 1 * me mange has 
nothing whatever to offer. Maine they 
have had a prohibitory law for more than 
a generation continuously, and now en- 
joy constitutional prohibition. The 
ine National organ of the Prohibition 
party, is authority for the statement that 
there were 745 arrests in Bangor for drunk 
enness and disturbance in 1885, out of a 
total of 1,175; and 813 in 1886, out of 1,004 ar- 
rests; this offense increasing as others di- 
minished. We have nots to repeat the 
familiar facts from other States where pro- 
hibition has peen attempted. The decrease 
of drinking means the reform of the individ- 
ual. Oniy incidentally can it be assisted by 
law. Itis the work of moral suasion, the 
work in which our temperance societies are 
so nobly active. This much every honest 
man can accept with confidence: no other 
form of law has done as much to promote

Dom, Jan. 17,—Public interest in Ireland 
is divided between Wilfrid Biunt’s sensa- 
tional charges and Mr. Parnell’s interview. 
Nearly four months ago Mr. Biunt was the 
guest of certain prominent Dublin citizens. 
There were present at the house where he 
Was staying John Dillon, William O’Brien, 
Dr. Kenney, and one or two other members 
of the Irish party. Mr. Blunt on that occa- 
sion made his charges for the first 
time. It was then only a short time 
after the statement had been made 
by Mr. Balfour, and the particulars were 
fresh in his memory. The story which he 
has now told to the Justices @& the Galway 
Jail is almost word for word With the state- 
ment he made the evening I refer to. Mr. 
Blunt communicated the particulars of this 
astounding declaration of Mr. Balfour to at 
least one prominent ex-Minister in Eugland. 
I expect that this lively topic will form one of 
the first and most exciting debates at the 
opening of the approaching session of Parlia- 
ment. It is not believed that Mr. Balfour 
will have the courage to afford Mr. Blunt an 
opportunity of substantiating his charges un- 
til the expiration of his imprisonment. 

As regards Mr. Parnell’s interview, the 
passage which has attracted most attention 
is that in which a hint is thrown out to the 
opposition generally to avoid anything like 
obstruction.

HIS LIFE IN DANGER, 


Assasing Watching the Steps of Ireland's 
Chief Secretary. 
iNew York Tribune Cable. | 

Loxpow, Jan. 17.—Official anxiety about 
Mr. Balfour has of late much increased. 
The police authorities say that he is in great- 
er danger of assasination than ever Mr. 
Forster was, whose repeated escapes were 
nothing short of miraculous. This opinian is 
based not upon the general hatred shown 
to Mr. Balfour by the Irish leaders and 
their English. allies, but upon specific in- 
formation which the police believe is abso- 
lutely accurate, Plot after plot to murder 
the Chief Secretary has been formed and 
frustrated. The Invincibles are steadily at 
work. They believed that they had a chance 
when Mr. Balfour spoke iately at Manchester, 
and an attempt would 3 — have been 
made had not the police insisted on his sleep- 
ing in the town-hall, which is also the police 
headquarters. The assasins thought that 
was rather too hota place to venture into. 
The precautions now taken at Dublin 
are greater than ever before. The Vice- 


— Lodge, where the Chief Secretary lives, 
and Phoenix Park, in which the lodge stands, 
swarm with the detectives, and he is never 
allowed to take a step alone. His custom is, 
as his enemies well know, to walk every 
r the lodge to the gate of tne 

k. At tde gate a carriage is waiting, and 

drives to the Castle with a strong escort. 
During the drive, during the day at the 
Castle, during the return, and all night long 
at the lodge he is surrounded by every safe- 
guard which the wit of the police can devise, 
and it is neediess to say that the experience 


| of the Irish police in such matters is exten- 


sive. 

Thus goes on a sort of duel between the 
assasins and the police, with the life of the 
ruler of ireland at stake. Much more than 
Mr. Baifour’s life is atstake, The triumph 
of the assasins would ring thé death knell of 
home rule. None know it better than the 
Home-Rule leaders. None have more cause 
to pray for his safety. Yet none so bitterly 
revile him, heediess of the fact that every in- 
sult and calumny heaped upon him furnishes 
s0 Many more provocations and pretexts to 
his would-be. murderers. 

Lord Londonderry, meanwhile, is thought 
to be in less danger. He hardly takes more 
than a formal part in the business of I[re- 
land. When he was appointed Viceroy the 
Nationalists denounced him because he isa 
Castlereagh. Now they say itis becanse he 
is a Castlereagh and an Irishman that his 
life is comparatively safe. : 

Mr. Parnell’s manifesto has made a sensa- 
tion in more quarters tnan one. His wise 
counsel against obstruction is not relished 
by the wilder spirits of the Irish party, but 
they are, I believe, given to understand that 
this new self-denying ordinance may be 
found to have practical limitations. If, for 
example, the Ministers — new rules of 
procedure of the kind foreshadowed by ru- 
mor Mr. Parnell will hold himself justi- 
fied in resisting them to the bitterend. He 
will not submit, if he can help it, to seeing his 
supporters suspended for the session for a 
second offense. Putting aside such possibil- 
ities, Mr. Parnell is doubtless sincere in 
deprecating the continuance of the tactics 
which proved futile last session.
